Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 26-41 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

[Claim 26]: 26. (Previously presented) An image-information recording device 
comprising: an image- information obtaining section configured to obtain image 
information data from a storage medium, said image information data including 
an image-information file group and a management file; an image-information 
storing section configured to store said image information data within image 
information memory, said image information data stored in said image 
information memory being obtained image information data; an image- 
information recording section configured to record said obtained image 
information data, said obtained image information data being recorded onto said 
storage medium upon closure of a title . 

[Claim 35]: This is a method claim corresponding to apparatus claim 26. 
Therefore this claim is also allowable. 

The dependent claims 27-34 and 36-41 are also allowed due to their dependency 
from claim 1 . 
Discussion of prior art : 

US Patent # 6,377,518 to Auwens et al. teaches in figure 20 to determine the free 
area (step 205) and then record video. After the video is recorded the control data 
is recorded, VMGI, VMGI_BUP, VTSI and VTSI_BUP. However it does not 
teach image-information recording section configured to record said obtained 
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image information data, said obtained image information data being recorded onto 
said storage medium upon closure of a title . 

US PG-PUB 20050152688 to Chen et al. teaches in Paragraph 37 that after all 
titles are written, a close session operation is executed by the DVD-R/RW optical 
disc drive to generate the lead-in area and the lead-out area. After the above steps 
are completely executed, the DVD-RW disc conforms to the DVD+VR 
specification and can be played by DVD players, which support the DVD-Video 
specification.
